RAGING WATERS. 


BOSTON, Jan. 7.—The following let- 
er, dated Athens, December 10, has 
>een received in Boston from an Ar- 
menian native of Sassoun, the seat of 
he recent massacre: 


At last we have escaped from the 


barbarity and atrocity of the Turks 
and have arrived in Athens. Our es- 
;ape from Sassoun was almost mi- 
•aciilous, a-ncl it is possible that the" 
cannon of Turkish soldiers are still 
doing their bloody work there. Every- 
body knows that the orders of the 
massacre were given by direct coun- 
selors of the sultan. 
There is hardly 


man left alive in 
Sassoun, and 


^leading women and little children 
ill together, 
old and young, have 


3een sacrificed by the 
swords 
of 


Turkish soldiers. 
They besieged the 


village from the last of April until the 
first of August, and during all these 
weeks we fed on vegetables and the 
•oots of grasses. 


The first few weeks'we were bitterly 


•old and existence was terrible. All 
communication 
was 
cut off. 
The 


Turks suspected that other villages 
would give us food, and so they phra- 
clerecl the neighboring villages. 
The 


villagers resisted and hundreds of 
them" were killed. Of the 32o houses 
which made up the village of Vartiness, 
only thirty-live were left standing. 


When the news of this massacre 


reached Sassoun. our people were ex- 
cited beyond ail thought pi personal 
safety, and we attacked the soldiers 
and succeeded in killing 12 of them. 
Then more ammunition and soldiers 
were .sent there, and a devilish work 
was begun. 
The chiefs of the tribes 


of 
Kurds, 
with Celo Bey and his 


staff, together with the regular sol- 
diers, came to the village of Semal. 
Many of the inhabitants, after suft'er- 
,ng atrocious cruelties, were put to 
death. They brought the minister of 
the village from his house, and, after 
forcing the sacred chalice into his 
hands, bound him to a donkey and then 
_;hot him and the animal together. 
In 


all. the number killed in this battle 
was 45. 


This deviltry was by no means the 


worst perpetrated. 
The greatest hor- 


ror was at the village of Gely-Guse. 
Celo Bey and his men entered the 
village before daybreak, and while 
the 
inhabitants 
were 
peacefully 


sleeping in their homes, set fire to 
the whole village, and not one es- 
caped. The village of Shenag met 
with almost a similar fate., all the 
people being killed. 
The tribe of 


Kurds known as Gebren, headed by 
Chief Ebo, and accompanied by Turk- 
ish soldiers, entered the village - of 
Konlt. There they gathered all the 
women in the church. After defiling 
them in the most revolting manuer, 
they slew them. The soldiers spent 
the'night in the villlage in revelry and 
debauchery. 


Two other tribes, those of Parkran 


and Khisan. came against the village 
of Alpak. Thev collected all the herds 
and flocks and drove them off. Thej 
then returned and burned the whole 
village. We, who have escaped, thank 
God for our safety, and are prayerfully 
expecting the helpful sympathy of the 
civilized world.

AN OLD PORTSMOUTH BOY.

TOKIO, Japan, Dec. 21,—(Correspond- 


ence of the United Press, per steamer 
China,}—Full investigations go to show 
that considerable modifications must 
be applied to the first reports circu- 
lated as to the needless ferocity on the 
part of the Japanese troops and land 
transport corps engaged in the capture 
of Port Arthur. Two circumstances 
unquestionably did impart exceptional 
quality to the fighting of the Japs. 


One was the ruthless murder of their 


wounded and the horrible mutilation 
of their dead in days immediately pre- 
ceding the final assaults. 
The other 


was the fact that the Chinese soldiers 
used the town of Port Arthur as a 
refuge after the fall of the forts, and 
that" many of the citizens had been 
armed by order of the Taotai. 


The defeated braves, escaping into 


houses in the town, threw civilian^sur- 
coats over their uniforms and resisted 
capture so resolutely that the fighting 
at one stage assumed a house-to-house 
character, in which civilians also took 
part. 
The confusion inevitable under 


such circumstances, heightened by the 
pitch darkness of a stormy November 
night, seems to have caused some rath- 
er°wild use of swords and firearms, re- 
sulting in the death of a few women 
and children. But the Japs indignant- 
ly denied that any soldiers wittingly 
leveled a rifle or raised a sword against 
a noncombatant civilian, .still less 
against a woman or child. 
After all, 


the arithmetic of casualties shows that 
there was little margin for these al- 
leged excesses. The total number of 
Chinese killed at Port Arthur is offi- 
cially returned as 2,000, 


There seems to be little doubt that 


Emperor Kwang Su has conferred on 
Gen. 
Von Hanneken a commission such 


as no foreigner ever before held in the 
middle kingdom. Hanneken is said to 
have been placed in such a position 
that he has direct access to the throne. 
He is empowered to raise and equip an 
army competent to defend the empire, 
and to fill its upper ranks with Euro- 
pean officers. 
Rumor alleges that he 


is engaged in procuring several hun- 
dred of his compatriots from Germany, 
and that German arsenals will be found 
•willing to supply all necessary war 
material on credit, trusting to be re- 
couped when peace is restored. 


yiceroy Li recently submitted to the 


throne a most imposing statement oi 
the military bulwarks surrounding the 
throne. 
It appears that his majesty, 


Kwang Su, rendered solicitous for the 
safety of his capital by the constantly 
arriving reports of Japanese victories, 
asked the great earl what measures 
had been adopted to check the final 
advance of the foe. Earl Li replied 
that they had a quarter of a million 
of men at the northern approach of the 
capital, fifty thousand at the eastern, 
one hundred thousand at the southern, 
an unstated number of thousands in 
Tien-Tsin, at the headquarters of the 
viceroy himself, and a big Tartar army 
in Pekin. 
Ih short, Li's report shows 


half a million of men under arms to 
protect the capital. 
Nevertheless 


Kwang Su has packed his trunks, and 
is ready to fly at a moment's.notice. 


What is known as the strong foreign 


policy party in Japan commands a ma- 
jority of votes in the lower house of 
the diet, and its members are the gov- 
ernment's opponents. These men stand 
iu a way to moderate the settlement 
of the quarrel between their country 
and China. 
Their organs advocate 


nothing less than the absorption of 
Manchuria, the Liau Tung Peninsula 
and Formosa into the Japanese em- 
pire and the exaction of heavy in- 
demnity from China. They talk large- 
ly of Japan rising to the level of 
her destiny, of her responsibility to 
build some new edifice of administra- 
tion on the ruins of the dynasty she is 
about to pull down and to the foily oi 
abandoning to western aggression the 
fruits of her hard-won success. It is 
scarcely possible that any terms of 
peace acceptable-to China will satisfy 
these politicians. But the government 
will not be guided by them. It wilJ 
make such a compromise as shall vin 
dicate Japan's moderation, without 
sacrificing her title.

This building is made substantial 


and has all the modern conveniences. 
The 
concern has 
two newspaper 


presses, one to fall back on when the 
other fails, and two engines, one gas 
and the other steam. If either engine 
gets out of order the other is ready for 
use. 
The steam boiler which furnishes 


the steam for heating the building also 
furnishes thejsteam for the steam en- 
gine. The larger newspaper press folds 
the paper and pastes it together. In 
the press-room, beside the two news- 
paper presses, are three fine job press- 
es, all run by either steam or gas en- 
gine, as may be preferred. The press- 
room has a floor of asphalt and pits 
under the larger presses, where they 
can be gotten at any time. The busi- 
ness office is on the first floor front. 
Back of it is a bindery. The press-room 
is in the basement. On the second floor 
is the editorial and reporters' rooms. 
John M. Violet Downey, formerly of 
Jackson county, is the editor-in-chief, 
and has been such a'number of years. 
Mr. Dix is the business manager and 
Mr. Snyder foreman in the composing 
and type-setting rooms, which are on 
the third floor. The news is a one cent 
daily and has the largest circulation of 
any daily in Hamilton. For a long 
time it was neutral in politics, but for 
more than two years it has been 
straight out Republican. 


The Hamilton Telegraph, which is 


the weekly publshed by the company, 
has always been Republican. 


There are two other dailies in 
Ham- 


ilton, the Democrat and the Republi- 
can, with politics as their nomes indi- 
cates. The Republican is aoiew paper, 
not over two years old. All of Hamil- 
ton's dailies sell for one cent each. The 
News has a circulation af 2,500 to 2,700, 
and the other two something less. 


Mr. Zwick has a pleasant and elegant 


home on East High street, and enjoys 
it. His family consists of bis wife and 
a son 14 years of age, a pupil of the 
Hamilton-high school, Mr. Zwick car- 
ries his years handsomely, being only 
about 44, and it was a misfortune that 
he ever left Portsmouth, as he was a 
born leader in the dry goods business, 
and made his fortune in that. He is a 
brother-in-law of our fellow townsman 
Vincent Brodbeck, and of the Rev.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7,—The senate de- 


bate on Senator Lodge's resolution, in 
regard to Hawaiian matters has elicit- 
ed a statement from the president as 
follows;. The attention of the president 
having been called to a hini thrown 
out in the senate discussion on Friday 
that the visit of a certain "committee 
of royalists from the Hawaiian islands" 
was connected in some way with the 
departure of American ships from that 
locality, the president said: Of course, 
such an insinuation is very absurd. 
Its propriety and the motive behind it, 
I am sure, can safely be left, to the 
judgment of fair and right thinking 
Americans. 
I am entirely willing 


that all our people 
should know 


everything ,1 know concerning1 the 
visit * of the so-called 'Committee of 
royalists." . 


Lost yenr in this latter part of July, or early 


in August, three gentlemen, from Hnwr.it ar- 
rived here and asked, through the secretary of 
state, my deslgnatloo of a timo when they 
could have an interview with me and present o 
message from the deposed Hawaiian queen. 
Though I could not, with propriety, recojrnize 
them, I was not disposed to refuse them per- 
sonally the courtesy of an audience; therefore 
a future day and hour were fixed for the Inter- 
view. In the meantime, at my request, trans- 
mitted through the secretary of stute, these 
gentlemen made known the precise purpose of 
their visit in the following note: 
-, _ 
August II, 1894. ' 


The Hon. W. Q, Grosham, Secretary of State: 


Sir—We, the undersigned commissioners 


sent by her majesty, Queen Liliuokalani, re- 
quest an audience of the president of the 
United States. We desire, to ask his excel- 
lency whether there is any hope for his doing 
anything lor the restoration of the constitu- 
tional government of tiie Hawaiian islands.

H. A. VflDEMANN, 
SAMUEL FARKEK, 


After this note had been submitted to me, 


I prepared in writing with some care a reply to 
the question it contained, to be read by me to 
the commissioners at our meeting. I intended 
to avoid all misunderstanding and misconcep- 
tion by absolutely oonnnins? myself to such 
written reply, of which the following is u 
jopy: 
Gentlemen—You must permit me to remind 


you that, this interview is not an otUci.il one, 
and instead of receiving you in any representa- 
tive capacity, I meet you as Individuals who 
hnvo traveled a long/distance for the purpose 
of laying certain matters before me. 


You ask me it there is any hopo of me "do- 


Ing anything for the restoration of the consti- 
tutional government of the Hawaiian Islands-" 
I suppose that this question is largely prompt- 
ed by the fact that soon after the overturning 
of the late government of tlie jjuocn, I inves- 
S?ated that transaction and was satisfied that 
there had been such an unjustifiable interfer- 
ence in and of that movement, on the part of 
the representatives of the government of the 
United States, in its diplomatic and! naval ser- 
vice, as to call for correction, not only to rec- 
tify what seemed to be a wrong done to others, 
but also through that rectification to ward off 
what appeared to be n danger to honor and 
probltv. 


Fully appreciating tho constitutional limits 


of my executive power, and by no means un- 
mindful of the hindrances that might arise, I 
undertook the task. Having failed in my plans, 
[ committed the entire subject to tho congress 
of 
the United States, which liad abundant 


power and authority in tho promises. The ex- 
ecutive branch of the government was thereby 
discharged from further duty and responsibil- 
ity in the mntter, unless moved thereto by 
congressional command. 
The congress has, 


both by its acts and its omissions to act, signi- 
fied that nothing need bo clone torching Amer- 
ican interference with the overthrow of the 
government of tho queen. 


Quite lately a government has been estab- 


lished In Hawaii which is in full force and 
operation in parts of the islands. It Is main- 
taining Its authority and discharging all 
ordinary 
governmental 
functions. 
Upon 


general principals, and not losing sight of the 
special circumstances surrounding this case, 
the new government Is clearly entitled to our 
recognition without regard to any of the Inci- 
dents which accompanied or preceded its in> 
auguration. 


The recognition and the attitude of the con- 


cress concerning the Hawaiian affairs, of 
course, led to an absolute denial of the least 
present or future aid or encouragement on my 
part to an effort to restore any government 
heretofore existing in tho Hawaiian Islands. 


GnovEH CLEVELAND. 


"When the day appointed for the meeting 


arrived I was confined to my bed by illuoss 
and unable to keep my engagement, I there- 
fore signed the paper I had expected to read 
and it was delivered to the commissioners, 
who, 1 believe, returned at once to-Hawail. I

The Singular Accompli gliment of * Deaf 


Telegraph Operator. 


The novelty of a telegraph operator 


who can scarcely hear a locomotive 
whistle working day after day at his 
instrument is one of the marvels pre- 
sented at a telegraph station near this 
city, says the Pittsburgh Commercial 
Gazette. The man is about twenty- 
eight years old. He has been deaf 
since he was about three years of age 
as the result of an attack of scarlet 
fever. 


Being so extremely hard of hearing, 


the child's sense of touch was developed 
to the degree usually possessed by 
blind persons. The slightest tap upon 
a table or upon a wall, the rolling of a 
wagon wheel along the street, and all 
similar sounds were conveyed to him 
by the consequent vibrations. 


When about twelve years of age he 


undertook the study of telegraphy. 
Being a favorite with the operator at 
his home, he was'given the run of the 
office. All the mystic signs, dots and 
dashes of the profession were explained 
to him. Day after day he could be 
seen sitting at the table with his knees 
pressed against it or resting his elbow 
upon it. He was literally feeling the 
messages as they were ticked off over 
the wire. 
Being naturally quick, it 


was but a short time until he was able 
to correctly read any message coming 
into the office. Sending came just as 
easy, and to-day, after sixteen years' 
service at the key and sounder, ha is 
just as fine an operator as there is in 
the country. Of late years his hearing 
has improved to such an extent that he 
can easily hear the sounder, but the 
old habit of listening with his knee or 
elbow still clings to him. and that is 
the way all his messages are read.

Were Died as » Cattle Hunch—111* 


Discovery of a Drunken 


• 
Blacksmith. ' 


, The site of Cripple Creek was for ten 
'ears a cow pasture of two long-limbed 
>ld Kentuekians of the names of "Bob" 
and "Bill" Womax, who took up a sec- 
ion of land here under the desert land 
act about 1870. In the early days of 


d excitement in Colorado, when 


jeople crossed the plains with "Pike's" 
^eak or Bust" painted on their wagons, 
.erne little gold was washed out here, 
>ut not enough to encourage anyone to 
,tay. 
So the' prospectors passed on 


nto the mountains and left the land 
for the Womax brothers to feed their 
:attle on. 


They didn't dream, says the Chicago 
lecord, that gold was there, and be- 
coming tired of the place about seven 
•ears ago sold it to Bennett & Myers, a 
irm of real estate agents in Denver 
who had loaned them money. There 
were 400 or COO cattle on the place, and 
•everal hundred miles of fencing, 
which Inclosed about 50,000 acres of 
government land. For all this Bennett 
fc Myers paid £20,000, and when they 
jot the title they organized the Pike's 
'eak cattle company, with a capital of 
«a,000,000. But before they got things 
ready to put the stock on the market 
President Cleveland issued his procla- 
mation ordering the cattlemen to tear 
town all the fences they had erected 
upon public land. That practically de- 
irived the new company of 50,000 acres 
f pasturage, and knocked the profits 
.ut of ranching in Colorado. 
In February, 1891, Bennett & Myers 


jot a letter from their foreman at the 
•anch, saying that gold had been dis- 
overed there;- and the prospectors 
were digging holes all over the place, 
vhich made it dangerous for the oat- 
le. Several cows had already fallen 
nto these excavation sand broken their 
egs, and he asked for instructions. 
?hey wrote back to him to run the 
miners off the place, but ho replied that 
hey were already several hundred in 
.umber, and it was folly to think of 
.isturbing them. 
He followed his let- 


,er to Denver a few days after and gave 
is employers a description of affairs, 
3o they went up to make an inspection, 
vhich resulted in'the transfer of the 
attle to a less valuable pasture, and 
he platting of a town site on eighty 
acres of the pasture. That sold off like 
lot cakes, and the town of Cripple 
Greek was born. 


The man who discovered gold was a 
irunken 
blacksmith 
of 
Colorado 


Springs, of the name of Dick Wooten, 
who had been hanging around the 
anch for months at a time, and of 
:ourse found it by accident. 
He at 


jnce advertised the fact among all the 
)rospectors and mining men In that 
mrt of t!ie country, and they came up 
n swarDCS to scrape over the beds of 
he streams and rake out 'the grass 
•oots. A man by the name of Friebee 
was the first to discover gold quartz a 
ew weeks after Wooten's find. In less 
han six months there were a thousand 
irospectors at work in the valley, and 
now more than 4,000 miners are em- 


loyed in the hundreds of mines that 
ie on that ranch alone. 
They have 


aken out more" than $7,000,000 or $8,- 
)00,000 in gold. 
The yield for the first 


car was about 5000,000. 
-In 1893 it 


•cached 81,500,000, and,in 1893 S3,400,- 
)00. The miners' strike last spring put 
hings back enormously, but, notwith- 
•tanding between four and five months 
,hat were actually wasted, the yield- 
,his year will average$700,000 a month, 
or a total of-S3,500,000. 
During this 


month they expect to reach the $1,000,- 
X)0 mark, and next year the output wiir 


doubled. 
Until recently very few of the miners 


had 
been working with' improved 


machinery. 
Cripple Creek has been 


emphatically a poor man's camp; that 
s, the owners of most of the mines 
were men without capital to develop 
;hem, and they were compelled to put- 
ter along with the most primitive 
apparatus until they had made enough 
;o buy modern machinery. 


The Independence mine, which is re- 


garded as the most valuable in the 
Iripple Creek district, is a good illus- 
tration. It was discovered and is^owned 
by a man named W. S. or "Bill" Strat- 
ion, a carpenter at Colorado Springs, 
who came up to the camp to spend the 
Fourth of July in 1892. Wandering 
over what is -known as Battle moun- 
tain, near the site of the present town 
of Victor, he said in a jocular way to 
[us companion that he was going to 
throw his hat down the hill and locate 
a claim where it fell. He drove his 
stake, filed his papers, and "worked 
his assessment" according to law, and 
after awhile he struck a vein of gold 
that is said to be richer than any other 
that has been discovered here. 
He 


had no money and was very shy of 
partners. 
A Denver syndicate offered 


him §1,000,000 for tho property, and at 
first he thoiig-ht they were joking. 
Little by little, as he got out the ore, 
he was able to make improvements, 
and upon the reputation of his mine he 
succeeded in persuading a Chicago firm 
to furnish him a 850,000 plant that runs 
by electricity, and is said to be the best 
in the Cripple Creek camps. 
He gave 


notes in payment, and within twenty 
day after his machinery started was 
able to take them up with his profits. 
The mine is now paying 890,000.a 
month net, the bankers here say, and 
there are millions of dollars in the ore 
in sight. 


They call Bill Stratton "the king of 


Battle mountain." 


Tho 'Horse Came Back. 


A horse that belonged to a family of 


Blooraficld, N. Y., for twelve years was 
sold two years ago. A few days after 
the sale the animal returned to his old 
master, and although the faithfulbeast 
has been solcl three tixnc since then he 
hasinvariably returned. During his ab- 
sence a setter flog has become attached 
to the horse, and the loving pair take 
all t!i<Mv trips log-ether.
